North Torrance Civic Improvement Association 'has sched­ 

uled a public meeting to discuss the rezoning of parts of North 
Torrance for shopping areas. The meeting, called at the request 
of the Torrance Planning Commission, will be held Wednesday, 
October 27, in the McMasters' Hall, located on 174t'h Street at 
Yukon Avenue, beginning at 8 p.m., according to an announce­ 
ment by John L. Grain.

A preliminary meeting was held before the board of direc­ 
tors Monday night at the home of the Civic Association's presi- 

^Jent, Murl Reeves, at which time Commissioner H. R. Black out­ 
lined the proposed changes and the importance of those changes 
to the property owners.

Too Many Variance*
Black pointed out that the rapid growth of the city had le'l 

to the requests of many zone variances. To consider each one 
on its own merits without a thorough study of the overall effect 
would not be in keeping with good planning in continuing the 
growth of Torrance, "the Planned City," it was stated.

Only recently, a group of homeowners have petitioned for a 
rone variance on 174th street to allow for commercial develop- 

ffcnent.
Commercial Zone*

"Other areas will also be considered lor commercial zoning. 
Now is the time we should near from the affected property 
owners if the zoning changes would prove objectionable. These 
changes will have a long and remaining effect on the commu­ 
nity," Black said.

He urged that there b« a Joint meeting of the property 
owners and the Planning Commission's Committee at an early 
date.

It was the expressed opinion of the board of directors of 
^the Civic Association that such a major rezoning task as now 

proposed* by the Torrance Planning Commission for study would 
be a highly controversial subject that would warrant the views 
of all North Torrance. One member suggested that every effort 
should be made to secure at least one representative for each 
block in North Torrance.

STARTED IN ROLLING HILLS

Opening of a multimillion-dollar community con­ 
struction project on Palos Verdes Peninsula was an­ 
nounced Monday.

The joint-announcement came from two corporations 
which acquired the 7000-acre^1           ;       
site last year for diatomaceous 
earth mining.

In a lengthy statement Is­ 
sued this we«U, the two cotn« 
panic* said that several thou­ 
sand homes will be built on 
the peninsula. A >o*r ago, the 
Oivat Lake* <'.orporation had 
Indicated thai It planned to 
develop a $200.000,000 resi­ 
dential community. 
George Skakel Sr., chairman 

of the board of Great Lakes 
Carbon Corporation and Paul 
W. Anderson, vice-president of 
the Capital company, issued the 
announcement. The two com­ 
panies hold the Rancho Palos 
Verdes properties jointly.

Construction of homes will 
begin in about four months, ac­ 
cording to Ivar Hanson of the 
Rancho Palos Verdes corpora­ 
tion. Right now heavy construc­ 
tion and engineering is being

done laying the groundwork 
for residential construction.

The first unit to be built on 
1200 acres of the northern slope 
will include about 1500 homes. 
An eventual 10,000 home ctevel 
opment is planned within the 
next 10 years, Hanson stated.

Plans are also being made 
for a central shopping center 
as well as satelite chopping 
areas.

Buy Site
Title to the property was ac­ 

quired by the two companies 
in December 1953 when the 
Great Lakes Carbon corpora­ 
tion purchased 6800 acres for a 
reported $9,000.000. The land 
was bought in order to acquire 
a 165-acre site for mining rich 
diatomaceous earth.
